OCEAN CARRIERS 
FOR PANAMA ROUTE 

Plans to Operate a Coastwise 
Fleet Through Canal 

Carrying out the plan which he out¬ 
lined to President Taft at the time of 
the investigation of the Pacific Mail 
Company by the Senate Committee on 
Interoceanic Canals, R. N. Baker of 
Baltimore has incorporated at Tren¬ 
ton, N. J., the Atlantic and Pacific 
Transport Company of New Jersey, 
with an authorized capital of $15,000,- 
000 . 

The announced plan of this company 
is to build fifteen steamships at once, 
to be used on the run between Sail 
Francisco and New York when the 
Panama canal is open, and to he con¬ 
structed to comply with the mail sub¬ 
sidy act—"iron or steel steamships, 
capable of maintaining a speed of sixf 
teen knots an hour at sea in ordinary 
weather, and of a gross registered ton 
nage of not less than 5000 tons.” 

Following the terms of this ocean

SERIOUS CRISIS IN 
FAR WESTERN CHINA 

Foreigners in Szechuen Are

American Charge d’Affaires Williams 
at Peking has cabled the State De¬ 
partment that the situation had be¬ 
come critical at Szechuen, where pub¬ 
lic meetings in various cities, accom¬ 
panied with the closing of shops and 
schools and refusal to pay taxes, have 
culminated in serious disorders. 

Missionaries in the outlying district 
of Szechuen province have been or¬ 
dered by the Viceroy to concentrate 
in the larger towns in consequence, of 
the general unrest among the natives 
arising from the government’s railroad 
policy. All foreigners in Chengtu, the 
capital of Szechuen province, are tak¬ 
ing refuge in the compound of the 
missionary society of the Methodist 
Church of Canada.

Eleven lives lost, fourteen persons
